A well-timed conversation with 
friends while searching for a 
new home led interior designer 
and Nine Network’s The Block 
judge, Darren Palmer, and his husband 
Olivier Duvillard, to a city-fringe 
neighbourhood and a speedy private sale. 

“It’s in a quiet cul-de-sac lined with 
jacarandas and other big, beautiful trees, 
so it feels like a suburban street - but the 
city is right next door,” says Darren. “It’s 
a street where children are able to play in 
the middle of the road.” 

This community atmosphere was an 
important selling point for the couple, 
particularly with six-year- old son Hugo 
in the mix. “We know half the people in 
the street and they have Christmas parties 
and dress the street for Halloween, they 
go the whole nine yards. It’s a great place 
for kids to grow up; it has a lovely feel.” 
An equally impressive drawcard was 
the freestanding, three-bedroom house 
built in the early 1900s, which had 
beautiful heritage features, windows on 
three sides and no common walls. 

“It felt like home from the moment the 
keys were in hand,” says Darren. “It needed 
some work, but we were so happy to be 
moving in. We moved our furniture in on 
the Friday and had Olivier’s 40th on the 
Saturday night,” says Darren. “It was full 
on, but it was a great way to ‘warm’ 
the house.” 

Renovations began in early 2015. “I had 
thought about it for more than a year and 
let the ideas evolve. There were iterations 
of the design that were more comprehensive 
and would have required changing the 
footprint and spending a lot more money 
than we did,” says Darren. In hindsight, 
he says he’s glad they avoided that. “We 
removed the kitchen, bathroom and ►

◄ almost every internal surface except for 
the original heritage inclusions, like the 
skirtings, doors and ceilings in the two 
front rooms.” 

The existing pine floorboards were 
stained in Bona Naturale finish to lighten 
and soften their colour and texture, and 
travertine was laid in a French pattern 
through the kitchen, dining and courtyard, 
ensuring a cohesive transition. 

When it came to vitality, the biggest 
change in the home was the elevation of 
natural light and airflow. “I opened up the 
rear exterior wall by replacing a window 
with a wall of bifold doors,” says Darren. 
Strategically placed mirrors on the 
courtyard’s rear wall bounce light inside, 
and a wall between the dining and living 
rooms was removed to encourage air and 
light to flow freely. 

“The lighting is one of the things I love 
most in the house,” says Darren. “The 


breakfast bar has a lovely brass and glass 
three-shaded pendant chosen by Olivier. 
The pendant light in the dining room is 
one of my favourites of the project - it’s 
made of sticks and is really unusual.” 

The interior balances contemporary 
lifestyle needs with Darren’s love of 
classic American homes, which he says 
“worked perfectly with the sweetness of 
the house”. Panelled wall detailing, 
coffered ceilings and a traditional colour 
palette create harmony. Carefully chosen 
furniture and art - big in scale and colour 
- rounds out a lovely, highly personal 
home that the master of renovation says 
is also practical. “I like to change 
everything every time I move houses. I 
design a place for everything ahead of 
time, and look for every opportunity for 
extra storage,” says Darren.

SAVING SPACE 


f Smart storage can change your 
life, writes Darren Palmer, 
and it doesn’t need to break the 
budget. Here, he shares his 
top space-saving tips. 



Multipurpose furniture 

Some years ago, a friend of mine purchased a coffee table 
that, with the click of a lever, elevated to dining-table 
height. It wasn’t overly beautiful but, boy, was it functional. 
Most coffee tables these days reflect the way people really 
live in their homes. West Elm has a folding table option 
with storage inside, other designs have open shelves 
underneath for books or magazines and you can stow 
toys by simply popping a few boxes underneath. 

One clever idea I saw on the internet recently was a 
hollow chair stacked full of books. The same solution 
has been applied to sofas, with the back or arms of the 
sofa including a shelf to store books and decor. Genius. 

But one of my all-time favourite designs has to be the 
clever multipurpose pieces you can find at companies 
such as Resource Furniture (www.resourcefurniture. 
com). The most exciting is a sofa that converts into a 
bunk bed, a dream solution for accommodating young 
visitors in a small home. 

Hideaway furniture 

Tried and true, the Murphy bed is the proper name for 
those pull-down wall beds we’ve seen around for years. 
The ultimate floor-space saver, contemporary versions 
integrate with sofas, desks or bookcases, the bed only 
revealing itself - without the need to move everything 
- when it’s time to turn in for the night. 

An idea I explored for myself in my modest one- 
bedroom apartment many years ago was a hinged 
tabletop that undipped from a latch on the wall, with a 
supporting leg underneath. It was a great small-space 
solution for a dining table, breakfast bar or desk top. 

If you don’t have the space for an entertainment unit, 
hang your television on the wall. It’s hardly revolutionary, 
I know, but consider ceilings too - they present an 
opportunity to integrate storage and functionality. With 
the press of a button, your television can fold neatly down 
from a cavity in the ceiling. It does change the sight-line 
to far higher than you may be accustomed to, but small- 
space solutions are often about compromise.

The area under your mattress that might otherwise be 
taken up with a bed frame or base can also be put to good 
use. Drawers can work well, but to access all available 
space, purchase a bed frame that lifts with the assistance 
of gas struts, allowing you to store larger items you may 
not have cupboard space for. King Living (www.kingliving. 
com.au) offers the same solution in its Delta storage sofa. 

The kitchen - which has great potential to become 
cluttered - also has hidden options. Kickboards beneath 
cabinets are generally 120-150mm to accommodate 
changes in the floor level; build in slim drawers to store 
baking pans, cookbooks and the like. Address those 
awkward kitchen corners with shelf systems by Hafele, 
Blum and Tansel, which bring pots and pans out from 
the deepest recesses. 

Accessing hard-to-reach spaces 

Older homes with high ceilings present a perfect 
opportunity for full-height storage integrating a pull-down 
coat-hanging solution. Last, convert roof space to storage 
space by installing a ladder to the attic - it’s a good place 
to store things you don’t need on a daily basis. H&G

T he year is 1957. Robert Menzies is prime 
minister, Jorn Utzon has just won a 
competition to design the Sydney Opera 
House and the Holden FE sedan is rolling off the 
production line. Australian House & Garden , in 
its ninth year of publication, invites readers to 
pore over its visionary floor plan for the House 
of Tomorrow. It’s a home that uses “today’s 
materials with tomorrow’s inspiration” and 
anticipates “how people will want to live”. 

Six decades on, much has changed. But the 
need for good home design has arguably never 
been greater. “We’ve come to a point where we 
have to think very carefully about the kind of 
homes we’re adding to our housing stock,” says 
Dr Judith O’Callaghan, senior lecturer and 
director of postgraduate research at UNSW’s Built 
Environment faculty. 

This month, H&G , in partnership with Mirvac, 
launches an important competition: to design the 
ideal Australian home for our times. 

The competition will explore the possibilities 
of contemporary home design, to encourage a 
better way of living now and with a view to the 
future. The My Ideal House competition is an 
opportunity for Australia’s brightest design minds 
to influence the way we live, and there’s a $25,000 
prize for the winning home scheme. We’ll then 
build the home, with H&G readers following the 
action in the magazine and via online updates, 
polls and through exciting giveaways. 

Driving the competition brief is the need for 
affordable housing that is flexible in terms of its 
use and efficient in layout, and easy on energy 
and water consumption. Equally important is the 
role that the modern family home should play as 
a healthy, happy place of shelter that serves all 


occupants well and interacts seamlessly with the 
broader community. In essence, we need a new 
blueprint for the Australian home. With this in 
mind, we spoke to experts in the field to discuss 
issues surrounding housing in Australia and 
asked them to list the elements that should feature 
in an exemplary family home. 

Family comes first 

Any rethink of home design for today’s Australian 
family must start precisely there: with the family. 
“There’s no such thing as a traditional family 
structure anymore,” says Peter Cotton, national 
practice director, Mirvac Design. “Kids are living 
with their parents for far longer, or the home 
might need to accommodate ageing parents. All 
of this impacts on the way a home operates.” 
Figures from the Australian Housing and Urban 
Research Institute bear this out: 2011 data shows 
that since 1981 multi-generation households in 
Australia had increased by 26.9 per cent. 

“It’s increasingly important that home designers 
and builders keep pace with the expectations of 
potential buyers,” says Cotton. “That’s why it’s 
so important that any new house being built is 
flexible enough to cater for different combinations 
of people living in one space.” 

Flexibility for the future 

A clever home is one that’s easy to adapt as a 
family’s needs change. “Ideally, we would take 
inspiration from the Japanese and have partitioned 
spaces, not fixed walls, so rooms could be 
reconfigured easily,” says Bernard Salt, social 
commentator and demographer at advisory firm 
KPMG. “We’re beginning to understand the need 
for a house to be versatile and responsive.” ►

AT THE END of the Second 
World War, Australian 
publications helped address 
the housing shortage by 
offering innovative and 
economical ways to own a 
home, says Dr O'Callaghan, 
co-author of Designer Suburbs 
(NewSouth Books, $49.99), 
which documents the history 
of architects, affordable 


homes, and the project-home 
industry. "Magazines played a 
big part in normalising new 
designs and promoting the 
concept of the project home," 
she says. Australian House Sc 
Garden regularly featured 
'do it yourself' homes 
throughout the 1950s. These 
budget-conscious, architect- 
designed plans cost little and 


were extremely popular. 
"About one third of the 
600,000 houses built in 
Australia in the 1950s 
were constructed by 
owner-builders," says Dr 
O'Callaghan. “These very 
accessible plans helped feed 
the postwar hunger for 
smaller, more contemporary 
styles of home."

◄ Flexible rooms are a direct route to making a 
home future-proof, says Shawn Godwin, director 
of Brisbane’s Base Architecture. “In our practice 
we believe in multiplicity of spaces, rather than 
multiple spaces,” he says. “If one or two spaces 
can potentially be used for five functions over 
the years, that’s extremely efficient and valuable.” 

Eco matters 

A home designed for flexible usage will require 
fewer structural changes down the track. That’s 
good news for the environment, because every 
building material has an environmental cost. 

Building codes ensure that new homes meet 
sustainability standards, but the responsibility 
for any eco inclusions beyond the requirements 
tends to fall firmly on the architect or designer’s 
shoulders, says Robert Caulfield, architect and 
founder of Archicentre building advisory service. 
“Most people are very conscious of the need for 
their home to be energy-efficient, but almost all 
would choose to spend their budget on a fancy 
kitchen that will impress their friends instead of 
eco inclusions,” he says. “It’s the duty of the person 
designing a home to build in sustainability.” 

Sustainability does need to be considered in 
the context of affordability, says Sydney architect 
Caroline Pidcock, but she feels it should take top 
billing. “Sustainable inclusions are cost-efficient 
over time, as well as being delightful to live with.” 

The price is right? 

Housing affordability is a hot topic, particularly 
for Australia’s city dwellers. “In our capitals pent- 
up demand has been caused by a lack of land 
supply, leading to price increases that have made 
houses unaffordable for many,” says Kristin 
Brookfield, senior executive director of building, 
development and environment at the Housing 
Industry Association (HIA). 

Affordability has improved a little over the past 
year, she says, but is still a major societal concern. 
What is changing rapidly is the way in which 
Australians think about the progression of home 
ownership, says Bernard Salt. The lure of owning 
property is so strong, he says, most Australians 


find a way to achieve it. “Sometimes this means 
shifting your priorities to reach an acceptance of 
the fact that you’ll have to buy a tiny unit or a 
house that’s further out of the city.” 

Taking in tech 

The Internet of Things is now upon us. “Australia 
is on the verge of an era in which just about every 
electronic device in the house - from smoke 
detectors to alarm clocks, dishwashers and hot- 
water systems - will be connected to each other 
and to the internet,” says Foad Fadaghi, managing 
director of independent telecommunications 
consultancy Telsyte. The current rollout of the 
National Broadband Network is opening the door 
to this boom in connectivity. 

The extensive take up of technology will have 
a huge impact on the way a house functions, says 
Mirvac’s Peter Cotton. “I’m interested to see how 
it plays out; it will change the things people do 
in their homes and how they do them. I think the 
big winners will be those who want to work from 
home. That’s where the real gains will be.” 

What's next? 

A clever home is one that’s up to date, from the 
ideas that go into its planning and design right 
through to the materials and technology within 
its walls. “We want our homes to be smarter,” 
says Brookfield. “That doesn’t necessarily mean 
bigger - the McMansion era is over - but it does 
mean a thoughtful use of space and the 
incorporation of time-saving technology.” 

A contemporary home must have the ability to 
handle climate change, adds Cotton. “Storms and 
extreme weather are only getting worse. It’s not 
just the house itself that has to stand up to the 
roughest weather conditions, but also the land 
surrounding it.” 

Likewise, a healthy home takes its surrounds 
into account, says Caulfield. “You need to look 
closely at quality of life for all the family. I think 
sometimes the intrinsic value of having space to 
kick a footy in the backyard gets overlooked. I’d 
argue that for a home to be healthy you need space 
for everyone, but especially the kids.” ►

Demographer Bernard Salt charts the 
people, fads and fixtures that have 
shaped our home design. 

“It took us about 200 years to get 
here, but we have finally shifted 
away from the English notion of 
what a house should be like. We Ve 
faced up to the fact that the 
traditional English way of doing 
things doesn't always work for our 
climate. It really took Italian and 
Greek migrants, in the '50s through 
to the '70s, to shake us out of that 
rut and to introduce us to the 
concept of alfresco living. We owe 
them a great debt for this! 
Australian homeowners now see 
the value of a house that responds 
to its surrounds and climate. Think 
about the homes being designed 
today: light streams in, everything 
is open and the house has a flow to 
it. Instead of ushering them into a 
formal parlour or ‘good' room, 
you're more likely to walk your 
guests right through the house and 
out to your deck or outdoor 
entertaining area. Or they'll perch 
at your kitchen island bench with a 
glass of wine. There they'll chat 
while you chop, all within view of 
your gooseneck tap. The gooseneck 
tap is the status symbol of today. In 
days gone by, you might have had a 
fancy sideboard with your good 
china or wineglasses on show. Now 
you're more likely to have a huge 
gooseneck tap - the bigger and 
more surgical the better!"

Change of plans 

The dream of owning a home has been revised 
over the decades, writes Harvey Grennan. 


T he Great Australian Dream of 
property ownership has burgeoned 
from the austerity cottage’ of the 
postwar era to the McMansions of recent 
years, the biggest homes in the world. 

After World War II there was a huge 
demand for housing but materials (and 
money) were in short supply. Cheap 
timber-framed designs using fibro, 
masonite and weatherboard were the order 
of the day, and many couples built their 
own starter home with recycled and/or 
scrounged materials. Brick veneer was 
developed to confer the status of a brick 
house at bargain rates. 

The 1950s saw the advent of the modern’ 
house, as typified by the work of Harry 
Seidler and Robin Boyd, but architect- 
designed homes didn’t really break into 
the mass market until the ’60s. These were 
contemporary, often split-level designs 
produced by the likes of Pettit & Sevitt in 
Sydney and Merchant Builders in 
Melbourne, and they introduced such 
delights as open-plan living, picture 
windows and avocado-tiled ensuites. 
These houses may have been small by 
today’s standards but they were functional 
and affordable, at about £6000 (about 
$153,000 today) and up. However, ranch- 
style and faux-colonial project homes, 


with their low ceilings and sometimes 
gaudy features, continued to dominate the 
new-home market. 

Sustainability became a growing issue 
with the energy crises of the 1970s but it 
was not until the turn of the new century 
that governments began to legislate 
energy- and water-saving measures such 
as NSW’s BASIX system. 

The 1990s brought us the McMansion, 
an exercise in producing the biggest house 
for the least cost on the smallest block 
without the benefit of an architect. By 
2013 the average size of a new house in 
Australia was about 243m 2 , 50 per cent 
bigger than they were 30 years ago and 
the biggest in the world. 

Conversely, they are built on the smallest 
blocks. That old austere fibro cottage sat 
on a quarter- acre parcel (just over 1000m 2 ), 
big enough to kick a football around. 
Homes in 2016 are lucky to squat on 400m 2 ; 
blocks can be as small as 250m 2 . 

But there is another, more fundamental 
change in housing patterns, driven by 
affordability and lifestyle issues. Two- 
thirds of new dwellings approved in Sydney 
are now apartments or villa projects, and 
half the city’s population will be living in 
strata developments by 2040. Melbourne 
is not far behind.

LOUNGE 

A futuristic chaise longue launched 
the career of Marc Newson, 
Australia’s best-known industrial 
designer, writes Chris Pearson. 



D uring 1986, Marc Newson, 

newly graduated from Sydney 
College of the Arts, received 
a grant from the Crafts Council of 
Australia to fund an exhibition at 
a Sydney gallery. Making its debut 
was LC1 (now commonly known as the 
Lockheed Lounge). Alluringly glamorous 
in lustrous aluminium with sweeping 
curves punctuated by metal rivets, 
it stopped visitors in their tracks. 
Comfortable or not, it seduced the eye. 

"For weeks I spent every night and 
every day working on the exhibition," 
he says, "and the only piece that sold 
was the LC1, for $3000, to the Art 
Gallery of South Australia." 

It was the start of a 30-year journey 
for Newson and the lounge, culminating 
last April, when one of 15 Lockheeds in 
existence sold for £2.4m, making it the 
world's most expensive design object. 

Though most people know him for his 
dazzling debut piece, Newson rarely has 
his feet up. Highlights of his subsequent 
collections for international brands include 
the organic Embryo and sinuous Wood 
chairs (produced by Cappellini), Strelka 
cutlery for Alessi, cookware for Tefal, 
lighting for Flos and Scope luggage for 
Samsonite. Qantas first-class passengers 
have enjoyed his dinnerware and lounges 
and he conjured up the airline's business- 
class Skybed and A380 interior. In 2005 
he made Time magazine's 100 most 
influential people list.

As a child, Newson would potter in his 
grandfather's garage, making billycarts 
and taking things apart, so a career in 
industrial design was a logical step. His 
restless nature took him to Tokyo in 1987, 
then to Paris in 1992 (after being awarded 
commissions from Flos, Cappellini and 
Moroso in Italy the previous year). He has 
lived in London since 1997. 

But Australian influences - such as his 
love of bold, blocked colour - endure. "[In 
Australia], the light is different," he says. 
"Colours look brighter. But perhaps the 
biggest effect, coming from Australia, is 
that I feel comfortable travelling distances 
and experiencing different cultures." 

His creations have travelled too, and 
can now be found at New York's MoMA, 
London's Design Museum and Germany's 
Vitra Design Museum. Locally, Sydney's 
Powerhouse Museum acquired an Embryo 
in 1988 and, in 1991, a Lockheed, thanks 
to the keen eye of curator Judith 
O'Callaghan, now senior lecturer at the 
University of New South Wales. "It was 
the most unusual-looking creature, with 
its beautiful, curvaceous lines, which you 
see a lot of in his work," she says. "There's 
a softness to the edges of the form." Dr 
O'Callaghan rates him as the world's top 
industrial designer. "He is very logical, with 
a keen understanding of the way things 
work. He's not afraid to create distinctive 
forms when others play it safe." 

WHAT IT MEANS TO US 

Newson recently designed a biomorphic 
range of kettles and toasters for 
Sunbeam, in which he draws on his 
Australian roots and love of colour. 

"I appreciate Sunbeam as an iconic 
brand that has been part of kitchen 
history for decades. My aim was to create 
something that was simultaneously 
classic and futuristic" - and timeless. 
That, he says, is the definition of 
good design. H&G

T he Weinmann family had no plans to renovate their home 
in Melbourne’s south when they set off on holiday in January 
2011. That all changed when, in their absence, a water pipe 
in the upstairs bathroom burst and flooded the first floor, 
causing the ceiling beneath to collapse and water to inundate the 
downstairs carpet. When the family arrived home after two weeks 
away, they walked into a mouldy disaster zone. 

Looking on the bright side, Debbie and Jacob Weinmann, who live 
here with their three teenage children Benjamin, Ariella and Mia, used 
the water damage as a catalyst for a whole-home refresh. 

Having lived in the three-bedroom property since 1997, Debbie and 
Jacob had a good understanding of what they needed. They called on 
architect Russell Casper of Casper Architecture & Design, whose plan 
was to put the house back together, with little improvements here and 
there. “Russell presented us with a sketch that won us over straight away,” 
says Debbie, a ceramicist and part-time occupational therapist. “I pinned 
that image on my study wall and enjoyed watching it become a reality.” 
An 18-month renovation ensued. Some flooring and walls were 
removed but internally the structure is much the same. “Downstairs, 
we put in a new kitchen, opening it up into what used to be the kids’ 
playroom,” says Debbie. “We also created a ceramic studio for me in 
what was a separate laundry. It’s now connected to the house and just 
manages to fit in the pottery wheel and all my equipment.” ►

"When we first drove down our street, we were 
enchanted by the streetscape," says Debbie. 
"The established plane trees formed a gorgeous 
canopy and all the houses were a similar style.

Russell advised on the major design decisions, such as replacing all 
the timber-framed windows with larger steel-framed ones to allow 
more light in throughout. He also suggested removing the mantel on 
the fireplace and cladding it in bluestone tiles. 

Interior designer Anouche Levy from Anouche Design stepped in to 
assist with the selection of furnishings and fabrics. “She was an enormous 
help; I bounced a lot of ideas off her and she gave me directions on 
places to source products,” says Debbie. 

The renovation has changed the way the Weinmanns use their home. 
“Before, we had a country-style kitchen we loved and carpet throughout. 
In those days we spent a lot of time outside,” says Debbie. “Now the 
house has easy-care floorboards and a contemporary feel that lends 
itself to having people over, so we love it even more.” H&G

R enovating on a shoestring often means settling for less, but 
in the case of this talented Brisbane couple, their hard 
work exceeded even their own expectations. Architect Terry 
and interior designer Charlie met when they worked at the 
same architecture firm, and they bought this traditional Queenslander 
in a northern Brisbane suburb in 2006. Terry, a director at Bureau 
Proberts, had previously lived nearby and liked the suburb’s easy access 
to the city. 

“I used to run past this house when I lived nearby but I wouldn’t have 
recognised it,” says Terry. “The people we bought it from had changed 
the roof, reinstated the bullnose verandah and painted it all white.” 
Built in 1906, the traditional cottage with picture-book facade - 
including french doors and latticework verandah screens - has a central 
hallway with two bedrooms on one side and a living room opposite. A 
1960s addition at the rear contained the kitchen, bathroom and toilet, 
with external stairs leading to the undercroft and a lush tropical garden. 

Terry says the rear section was poorly designed and built, and the 
indoor spaces didn’t connect well to the outside. The main bedroom 
faced south, and the extension, while north-facing, had small windows 
and a sloping roof that excluded natural light and cooling breezes. 

“We determined that the most important part of the brief was to open 
up the rear, to create a previously non-existent connection with the ►

◄ leafy suburban views to the rear and the backyard,” says Terry. “We 
also wanted an outdoor entertaining space that would connect seamlessly 
to the indoors.” 

Keen to minimise costs, Terry and Charlie lived in the front part of 
the house throughout, as did Terry’s parents, who relocated from 
Rockhampton for the duration of the project. Terry’s father, Vince, a 
retired builder, oversaw construction during the week; Terry and Charlie 
pitched in and got their hands dirty on weekends. 

“Dad had spent a lot of time building steel sheds but there was a bit 
of a leap from there to building a house, in terms of getting the detailing 
right,” says Terry. “It was a matter of working inwards from the rigid 
steel frame to add the warmth and comfort you want in a domestic 
interior, so that’s where my expertise as an architect and Charlie’s as 
an interior designer came into play.” 

Initially expected to take four months, the build took nearly one year 
to complete. Despite the challenges of living at such close quarters - the 
two couples shared a temporary kitchen and bathroom - and the 
hardships of living on a building site, the arrangement worked well 
overall and the results are well worth the sacrifices. 

Now, the original cottage is separated from the addition by a breezeway 
on the western side, an airy space that brings light into the whole house. 
The back section contains an open-plan kitchen and dining area, a 
second bathroom off the breezeway, and a resort-style main bedroom 
suite with a bathtub perched on the edge of the deck. On the lower level 
there’s the laundry, plus a new garage, laundry and garden terrace. ►

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◄ Chic and simple, the decor belies the huge effort that went into the 
project. The owners have deployed a striking two-toned palette 
throughout, with lighter shades demarcating the old section of the 
house and darker tones signalling the new. 

The house may look simple at first viewing but a closer inspection 
reveals clever and custom-made design solutions. These include sliding 
panels that can be moved to divide the old and new sections depending 
on the season, and to provide privacy around the bath. More panels 
beside the kitchen conceal the wine cellar and reveal an art wall that 
showcases Charlie’s photography and paintings. Access to the lower 
level is now via a new staircase tucked behind kitchen joinery. 

Terry and Charlie couldn’t be happier with their stylish and functional 
home, especially its inside-out connections and abundant light. “And 
the amount of breeze is amazing,” says Terry. “Now that the rear of the 
house opens up, it cools down in minutes.” 

“Obviously, if a family was living here we would have designed it 
differently, to give more privacy between the back deck and main 
bedroom,” he says, “but we love the connection of our bedroom to the 
outdoors and the layers of curtains allow us to control the privacy. So 
for the two of us, it’s perfect.”

W hen Ian Webber moved into his brown brick house in 
Perth’s western suburbs in 2011, the first thing he did 
was strip it bare. K It’s 1960s and not a design classic, 
but it does have the best qualities from that period - big 
windows and good light,” he says. “I painted everything out to keep it 
clean. My home is not about the architecture; it’s about a large space 
and blank canvas for my things.” 

As the owner of Perth’s iconic Hunters + Collectors mid-century 
furniture store, Ian has a lot of ‘things’, namely furniture, art and glass. 
Fortunately, the two -storey building has plenty of space to display the 
pieces he brings home to add to his private collection. To heighten the 
gallery-like look, Ian ripped up the old carpet and painted the concrete 
with a white paving paint, then brightened the beige walls with a crisp 
white. He also squared off a brick arch between the kitchen and dining 
area and rendered it, making the opening a feature. 

On the ground floor is a central kitchen with an L- shaped open-plan 
living/dining area wrapped around it. The dining table is where Ian 
spends most of his time ‘tinkering’ with mid-century pieces. Nearby, 
a hallway leads to his private wing, complete with home office and a 
main bedroom with ensuite. On the opposite side is a wing for guests 
with a TV room, kitchenette, bedroom, bathroom and its own entrance. 
Upstairs is one large living/gallery space with large windows that allow 
plenty of natural light and capture Perth’s south-westerly breezes, 
essential for summer cooling. 

Throughout the home, Ian’s objects and curios are layered in a way 
that creates interest and warmth. With their textures and tones, they 
look great; but they also tell the story of his design history. ►

◄ “In the 1960s my grandfather started Webber Furniture [now 
Webbers], selling English oak and traditional pieces, then Danish- 
modern pieces from the mid-’60s,” he says. “My father and uncle took 
over and today Webbers is a contemporary furniture store. Interestingly 
enough, some of the pieces I’m selling in my shop are pieces my 
grandfather stocked back then.” 

Ian’s background explains his no-rules approach to decorating and 
his belief in mixing styles and eras. In his living room he has teamed 
a Persian rug with a reupholstered white-leather modernist sofa 
and a mid-century Danish sideboard. His bedroom features 
contemporary Asian and antique Chinese pieces with a Grant 
Featherston chair. The dining area has a homemade table that was 
‘antiqued’ in Ian’s workshop. Also in this space is a tracking system 
for hanging pendant lights. “I didn’t really think about how to 
decorate my house,” he says. “The track lighting was installed because 
I have an obsession with lights and I like being able to change them 
around. It’s all about impermanence.” 

While the dining table, Chinese furniture and Persian rug are 
unexpected elements, they reflect the early years of Hunters + Collectors, 
which was initially going to sell a mix of modern Chinese and mid- 
century items. “If you look at the homes of the great designers you see 
that they have eclectic interiors, even mixing in local Arts and Crafts 
finds as well as ethnic objects,” he says. “Mid-century, and any good 
design, will stand with anything - such as a mid-century Italian light 
on a Victorian side table. And I personally like the contradiction.” H&G

Hunters + Collectors is a design destination in 
Perth. "When it launched in 2008 there were no 
other stores restoring mid-century furniture and 
selling showroom-quality pieces," says Ian. "There 
was no plan. A space came up, I rented it and 
people liked it.

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T he Melbourne home of interior decorator Lynn Cheong is a 
shining example of her masterful style. From the dark-painted 
front door through to the expansive, black-framed glazing 
at the rear, the home is crisp and cleanlined, with plenty of 
soul. Lynn and her husband Brett purchased the 984m 2 property in 
March 2012 for themselves and their adult sons, Daniel and Mitchell. 
It was unrenovated but had so much appeal their builder and architect 
began working on the plans before the keys were even handed over. 
“The block s large size provided us with plenty of options, renovation- 
wise,” says Lynn. “In the end we kept the Victorian front section of 
the house and removed the extension from another era at the back.” 
What stands in its place is a light-filled family zone with kitchen, 
dining and living areas that open to the outdoor entertaining area 
and fireplace. 

More than 127 years of heritage have been cherished in the 
renovation. Leadlight windows were commissioned to reinvigorate the 
entrance, two fireplaces are functional again, an arch in the hallway 
was reinstated and the ceiling height returned to the lofty proportions 
of the original home. In the front section, the main bedroom 
(with new walk-in wardrobe and ensuite), living room and study 
highlight the grace and beauty of Victorian flourishes. ►

“I love being able to drive in with my shopping 
and take everything straight into the pantry.” An existing double garage 
at the rear was also retained. To help disguise it, the exterior was painted 
in a dark grey that allows the greenery around it to be highlighted. 

The garden is visible from almost every room in the house; and one 
of the most breathtaking features is the full-height picture window 
in the dining area. “It’s a wonderful feature that our architect had from 
the very first drawings,” says Lynn. “We never changed it, knowing it 
would be a great outcome.” ►

O n summer evenings, when the heat dissipates 
and the air is infused with the scent of jasmine, 
Lynn Cheong makes a beeline for the swing 
hanging from the old liquidambar tree in the front garden 
of her Melbourne home. Here, she likes to sit and water 
her plants while marvelling at the beauty around her. 
“It’s a gorgeous place to be at the end of the day, and 
I can reach most of the garden with the hose from that 
spot,” says Lynn, a keen gardener who, with her husband 
Brett, derives great satisfaction from nurturing and 
observing the changes in their verdant 1000m 2 plot. 

The garden is so abundant and established it looks as 
though it’s been the life-long companion to the Victorian- 
era weatherboard home it surrounds. In fact, it’s a recent 
development, installed in tandem with the home’s 
renovation two years ago (see page 106). The Cheongs 
retained the Victorian facade and added a contemporary 
extension at the rear, and wanted their garden to reflect 
this architectural narrative. Landscape architect Ben 
Scott of Ben Scott Garden Design was enlisted to help 
realise their vision.“We wanted a traditional garden out 
the front, but relaxed and meandering, not a stiff Victorian 


garden with hedging,” says Lynn. “Out the back we 
wanted something more contemporary, with lots of 
screening for privacy.” 

Ben was thrilled with the brief because it reflected his 
response to the site. For him, the design had to start with 
the two mature trees - the liquidambar and a giant 
Canadian maple - in the front garden. “These two trees 
dictated an informal, free-flowing design and I felt we 
should go for a botanical display with a layering of foliage 
and flowers rather than anything too formal,” he says. 

In response, Ben has created lush garden beds at the 
front featuring plants such as euphorbia, hydrangeas, 
hellebores ( Helleborus orientalis ), arthropodium, Sedum 
‘Autumn Joy ’and snowball bush ( Viburnum opulus). 
These plants are all tough and well placed to cope with 
the lower light levels under the tree canopy. Happily, 
they are also some of Lynn’s best-loved blooms. 

A fan of white -flowering plants, Lynn rates oak-leaf 
hydrangeas and snowball bush as her all-time favourites. 
Ben has mixed these leafy, old-fashioned plants 
with ornamental grasses such as Miscanthus gracillimus 
and Lomandra tanika. “The grasses give it a slightly ►

◄ more modern feel ,” he says. “They also provide 
a link to what’s happening in the back garden, 
where it’s all clean-lined and contemporary.” 
Instead of lawn, Ben planted out the front 
garden with Pratia, a native groundcover that is 
dusted with white flowers in late spring/early 
summer. Large, free-form bluestone pavers 
meander through the Pratia, creating pathways 
that look as though they belong in a fairytale. 

The rear garden is streamlined and geometric 
with lawn at its centre, surrounded by layered 
boundary plantings. Slender weavers bamboo 
( Bambusa textilis ‘Gracilis’), a non-invasive 
clumping bamboo that grows up to 7m, was 
planted along the northern boundary to screen 
out neighbours. Lynn was unsure about the 
bamboo at first, but is delighted with the result. 
“We don’t need to close the blinds now because 
the bamboo gives us complete privacy.” 

On the opposite boundary is a row of Hills fig 
(. Ficus ‘Flash’) underplanted with Asiatic jasmine. 


Along the back wall of the house Ben has planted 
a row of gardenias ( Gardenia florida ), while an 
ornamental grape grows over the pergola in the 
alfresco eating area. 

The side gardens also play an important role 
in the story of this garden. On the north side are 
Lynn’s all-important raised vegie gardens. Made 
from recycled apple crates and sourced from 
The Little Vegie Patch Co, these boxes are filled 
with herbs such as thyme, parsley, oregano, 
coriander and mint. “We love being able to run 
outside and grab some herbs while we’re 
cooking,” says Lynn, who also grows vegetables 
in two more boxes at the rear of the property. 

Every part of this garden is used, gazed upon, 
cherished. “It’s a garden with lots of interest and 
it changes a lot throughout the seasons,” says 
Lynn. “We love the fact that we look onto greenery 
from every vantage point in our home.” H&G

P lants improve over time, as breeders develop 
species with bigger and better flowers, as well as 
new colours. Breeders are also offering more 
compact plants that suit smaller gardens and our demand 
for decorator pots. Here are my top five: 

Tibouchina ‘Peace Baby’ 

A favourite in my garden, this compact bush, about lm 
high and wide, excels on all fronts. It flowers for months 
on end, is problem free, and grows quickly. The flowers 
are huge in proportion to the plant, making a flamboyant 
display. ‘Peace Baby’ is white with pinky-purple stamens, 
while ‘Cool Baby’ has blushing pink blooms on a smaller 
bush. It prefers moist, well-drained and slightly acidic 
soil in full to part sun, with protection from heavy frosts. 


Abelia ‘Kaleidoscope’ 


Polygala ‘Little Bibi’ 

Polygalas offer trouble-free performance, fast growth 
and a vibrant display of purple pea-like flowers for much 
of the year. ‘Little Bibi’ is the best of them due to its 
naturally neat, compact shape to lm high and wide, and 
attractive, tight foliage. It also has good salt tolerance, 
so is ideal for coastal and poolside uses, and is frost-hardy. 
‘Little Bibi’ does well in pots, as a low hedge or in mixed 
garden beds. Full sun is best but it also takes light shade. 


The multi-hued foliage of this metre-high shrub changes 
with the seasons, boasting lime and yellow variegation 
in spring, turning gold and green in summer, and orange 
to red in the cooler months. It even has pretty white 
flowers from spring to autumn. Abelias are as tough as 
old boots, needing almost no care. Use ‘Kaleidoscope’ 
as an informal hedge, for mass plantings on banks or in 
a container. Foliage colour is most intense in full sun but 
it grows easily in part shade. 


Loropetalum ‘Plum Gorgeous’ 

Burgundy foliage adds great interest to a garden, and 
when it’s teamed with hot-pink flowers, the combination 
is a true standout. ‘Plum Gorgeous’ is a dwarf form of 
the Chinese fringe flower, reaching 1.5m high and wide, 
with deep plum leaves all year in gently cascading waves. 
It bears masses of pretty, tasselled flowers in spring and 
again in autumn. It’s also exceptionally low maintenance, 
tolerates dry conditions, light frosts and grows in full 
sun to part shade. 


Rhaphiolepis ‘Oriental Pearl’ 

The neat bun shape of this petite Indian hawthorn wins 
many hearts, as does the contrast between its suede- 
textured, rusty- coloured new leaves and crisp, dark-green 
foliage. In addition, its white spring flowers are lightly 
fragranced. Use it as a series of compact balls to make a 
statement, as a low hedge or in pots for a more understated 
look. Slow growing, it’s usually kept about 50cm high 
but may reach lm over time. It tolerates salt, heat, frost 
and wind but needs good drainage. H&G

Grilled chicken, bacon &

Prep: 20 mins. Cooking: 20 mins. Serves 4. 

4 skinless chicken breasts (about 200g each)

In same grill pan, toast over 
medium-high heat until golden, turning once, about 
lmin per side. Set aside. 

3 / In same grill pan, grill bacon for 3mins or until crisp, 
turning occasionally. Cool slightly, then tear into small 
pieces and place in a large bowl with croutons, frisee, 
parsley and chives. 

4 / Meanwhile, poach eggs. Bring a saucepan of salted 
water to a simmer, swirl into a whirlpool and gently break 
eggs into moving water. Poach until cooked to your liking, 
about 3mins for soft yolks; drain, keep warm. 

5 / Combine ] /3cup oil and vinegar in a jug, season 

to taste then drizzle over salad. Toss lightly to combine, 
then arrange on a platter or divide among serving plates. 
Serve with sliced chicken and poached eggs.

Prep: 30 mins . Cooking: 10 mins . Serves 4 . 


lkg boneless lamb shoulder, 
trimmed, cut into 2 cm cubes

1 tbsp dried oregano

Chmese-style steamed snapper with 
spring onions, soy 8c sesame 

Prep: 15 mins . Cooking: 15 mins. Serves 4. 


4 crimson or other snapper fillets 
(about 180 g each), bones 
removed, skin scored 
6cm piece ginger, cut into julienne 
2 spring onions, thinly sliced, 
plus extra to serve 
2 tbsp Shaoxing wine 
2 tbsp light soy sauce 
50 ml peanut oil 


1 bunch Chinese broccoli (gai Ian),

Repeat with remaining butter and filo, finishing with a layer of pastry. 

2 / Place sour cream in a bowl and whisk to soften. Add eggs, garlic, 
thyme and flour, and whisk to combine, season to taste then pour 
into pastry-lined tin. Bake until golden and cooked through, about 
15-20mins (cover edges loosely with foil if browning too quickly). 
Remove from oven and stand 5mins. 

3 / Place tomatoes, herbs and olive oil in a bowl and mix to combine. 
Season well, then scatter over tart. Transfer to a platter. 

4 / To make salad dressing, whisk olive oil, vinegar and sugar together 
in a bowl; season to taste. Arrange salad ingredients on a platter 

and drizzle dressing over. Serve immediately with tart. 
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GRILLED PRAWNS WITH 
PINK GRAPEFRUIT SALAD 

Prep: 15 mins. Cooking: 10 mins. Serves 4 . 
Place 500g peeled raw prawns in a bowl 
with 3 cloves garlic, crushed, 2 finely 
chopped long red chillies, finely grated 
zest and juice of 1 lime and 2 tbsp olive 
oil; season to taste. Grill prawns on a 
barbecue or grill pan over medium-high 
heat, turning occasionally until golden and 
cooked through, about 6mins. Meanwhile, 
place 2 thinly sliced pink grapefruit and 
6 thinly sliced fresh shallots with 1 cup 
(60g) fried shallots and V 2 cup each 
(firmly packed) Thai basil, mint and 
coriander in a bowl; toss to combine, then 
arrange on a plate.

GO NIGHTLY 



Turn weeknight meals into an 
opportunity to savour flavours 
and conversation over quality, 
quaffable and affordable wines, 
writes Toni Paterson. 


T he addition of wine to a weeknight 
dinner transforms a daily ritual 
into an occasion. A neatly laid 
table and glass of a well-matched tipple 
can elevate the humblest dish. Wine needs 
to be sipped deliberately and this alone 
slows down the pace of a meal. It allows 
you to pause, reflect and converse, and 
savour flavour combinations. 

There are plenty of very good wines out 
there at fair prices so if you know what to 
look for, drinking wine regularly need not 
break the bank. 

Sparkling wine keeps very well due to the 
presence of dissolved carbon dioxide, which 
gives the wine its bubbles and protects it 
from oxidation. The 2013 Yellowglen Pinot 
Noir Chardonnay, $19, is balanced, 
refreshing and satisfying. Prosecco is a 
good-value option as it’s simple to make 
and cheaper than Traditional method 5 
sparkling wines. The NV Innocent 
Bystander Prosecco, $20, tastes great and 
is only nine per cent alcohol. 

Riesling is undervalued, thus there are 
bargains to be found. The 2014 Chrismont 
Riesling, $17, is a steal - classy and refined 
with intense flavours. Or try the 2015 
Angove Long Row Riesling, $10, with a 
hint of sweetness and juicy fruit flavours. 

If you love pinot grigio, sample the 
bargain 2015 Oxford Landing Pinot 
Grigio, $9. Also good is the 2014 Smith & 
Hooper, $19, a fine drop, tasting of pear 
and gentle spice. 


I urge you to revisit semillon-sauvignon 
blanc blends if you haven’t done so recently, 
especially those from the west. The 2015 
Pitchfork Margaret River Semilion 
Sauvignon Blanc, $17, is sublime with zest 
and tropical notes. The 2015 Alkoomi 
Semilion Sauvignon Blanc, $15, is soft and 
fruity with a hint of sweetness. Or try the 
2015 Sandalford Classic Dry White, $20. 

For budget chardonnay, look for the 
2015 Alkoomi Frankland River, $15, or 
organic 2015 Angove Wild Olive, $22. 
And don’t miss the popular Logan Apple 
Tree Flat, $13, with its grapefruity vein 
and gentle spice. 

There’s plenty of value to be found in 
reds. Both the raspberry-flavoured 2014 
Angove Long Row Shiraz, $10, and 2013 
Logan Apple Tree Flat Shiraz, $13, are 
serious wines at bargain prices. The 2014 
Cross Stitch Shiraz Cabernet Sauvignon, 
$15, is a good option, as is the Jacob’s Creek 
Reserve Shiraz, $18, and 2013 West Cape 
Howe Hannah’s Hill Cabernet Merlot, $20. 

Enjoy the sublime 2014 Richard Hamilton 
Shiraz, $21, which is classier than the price 
implies, and the modern 2014 St John’s 
Road Blood & Courage Shiraz, $22, with 
plush red fruits and spice. Pitchfork also 
does great Shiraz, $17, from 2013. 

Quality affordable pinot noir can 
be difficult to find but Marlborough wines 
are good value - try 2014 Mount Riley 
or the varietal 2014 Stoneleigh Wild 
Valley, $22. H&G

The vision 

When the owners bought this 1970s-era Melbourne 
home, the kitchen was in near-original condition. Located 
at the centre of the house, it was dark and enclosed. While 
they loved the vintage aesthetic of the home, they were 
keen to reconfigure the interiors to create an open-plan 
living space with a welcoming, light-filled kitchen. They 
also wanted to link the kitchen to the garden, where 
they do a lot of their entertaining. 



The design solution 

Interior designer Mardi Doherty removed several internal 
walls to create a combined kitchen/dining/living space. 
Using a restrained palette of timber and crisp white with 
black accents, she designed the 5. 5x3. 7m kitchen to be 
“in keeping with the modest nature of the late-’70s 
architecture”, she says. Suspended shelving divides the 
kitchen from the dining/living area while a bifold window 
with a stone sill acts as a servery, delivering the all- 
important connection to the garden. 


Ideas at work 

“The home is simple 
in its design and lacks 
ornamentation, so we aimed 
to bring detail to the interiors, 
in order to create a level of 
interest that enhances the 
simple architecture/’ 
says Mardi. 

A window servery was 
created by converting an 
existing window into a 
floor-to ceiling window that 
incorporates a bifold at the 
top. This allows food and 
drink to be passed through to 
the outdoor entertaining 
area. "It also brings beautiful 
morning light into the 
kitchen area and provides 
a lovely link to the garden.” 
Mardi 'framed 9 the white 
overhead cupboards on the 
back wall in solid blackbutt. 
"This treatment helps to 
define the cupboards and to 
draw your eye beyond the 


hanging shelving as you look 
into the room,” she says. 

The finishes in the room are 
either matt or low-gloss. 

"This was important,” says 
Mardi, "because the clients 
wanted a calm, non-reflective 
kitchen with a natural feel.” ►

The vision 

Blessed with harbour views, the owners of this Sydney 
home enlisted interior designer Justine Hugh-Jones to 
create a beautiful and practical kitchen that would play 
a pivotal role in their open-plan living space. Their brief 
included a request for an island bench with bar-height 
seating, a separate dining area and a walk-in pantry. As 
keen home cooks they required ample room for food 
preparation, a capacious oven and refrigeration. 

The design solution 

Justine oriented the 7x5m space to maximise views for 
all the family, whether they’re preparing food or dining. 
The large (1.3x2. 7m) island bench has been kept sink- 
free to create generous prepping and socialising space. 
Hidden cleverly behind the joinery at the end of the bar / 
bench is a walk-in pantry with large fridge, freestanding 
and wall ovens, and an in-wall television. The L-shaped 
banquette seating, located along a wall of windows, is 
perfect for casual dining with fabulous views. 

Ideas at work 

The colour palette is light 
and fresh, with a focus on 
timber tones, reflecting the 
natural elements on view 
from the windows: water and 
angophora trees. 

To ensure the kitchen 
blends with the adjoining 
living area, Justine has 
designed the kitchen 
cabinetry as pieces of 
attractive furniture. The 
hand-stained oak joinery 
concealing the pantry wraps 
around to form a shared wall 
with the living area. 

With lines blurred between 
living and kitchen spaces, 

Justine made sure there were 
no eye -level cupboards or 
exhaust fans on view. 

Instead, she installed long 
shelves to display everyday 
dinnerware and other 
beautiful, useful 
household objects. 


The inclusion of artworks 
and wall-mounted sculptures 
within the kitchen zone 
elevates the tone and 
functionality of the space to 
another level, adding colour, 
form and texture.

The vision 

Architect Suzanne Green (pictured) loves the character of 
her 1880s Sydney terrace, but had struggled with the lack 
of storage. So, when she redesigned her kitchen, storage 
space was high on her agenda, along with maximising 
bench space and light. She wanted to build flexibility into 
the layout to allow for an easier flow through the ground 
floor space, which opens onto a rear courtyard. 

Design solution 

Suzanne and her business partner at Arque, Emma 
Rees-Raaijmakers, devised a wide galley layout for the 
3.7x4m space. They located all the appliances and sink 
on one wall, with a bank of storage opposite. They then 
designed an island bench on castors to maximise 
workspace, storage and flexibility. 


Ideas at work 

The l.sm-long custom 
island bench, is 75cm 
deep. It was conceived 
as an attractive piece of 
furniture that can be moved 
around as required. For 
dinner parties, it can be 
wheeled into the adjacent 
dining area to provide 
extra serving space. 

To boost light levels, 
Suzanne and Emma 
chose Dulux Vivid White 
for the walls. 

“We loved the idea of using 
floor tiles that referenced the 
architectural style of the 
Victorian home," says Emma. 
"These encaustic tiles are 
the perfect contemporary 
take on a traditional 
tessellated tile.” 


Subway tiles on the wall are 
another nostalgic reference. 
“We liked the idea of creating 
the feeling of a traditional 
Victorian basement cook's 
kitchen,” says Suzanne.

The vision 

Hands-on renovator Jill Thomas wanted a kitchen that 
was “fun, full of texture, warmth and colour, with a focus 
on recycled products”. After years of planning and saving, 
Jill and her husband Martin said goodbye to an old 
skillion-roofed section of small rooms at the rear of their 
Sydney Federation semi, and hello to a lovely, large open- 
plan living/dining/kitchen space leading onto a deck. 

The design solution 

Jill designed the kitchen with help from joiner Tharith 
Kang of TK Design. By making her own 3D models, she 
arrived at a simple and thoughtful layout, 6x2. lm, that 
suits the needs of her family, and relates easily to the 
living areas and the new deck. The ‘hero’ piece of the 
space is a raw brick wall, constructed using recycled 
bricks from the demolition. “Second-hand goods have 
character. They have a story to tell,” says Jill. 


Ideas at work 

Re-use and recycle. “It gives 
me pleasure to see bricks 
and timbers re-used and 
furniture repurposed," says 
Jill. "Hopefully our children 
will learn from these simple 
decisions and embrace 
recycling in their choices 
in the future." 

Jill opted for open shelving 

along the wall for several 
reasons. "Easy accessibility, 
no cupboard doors to clean, 
it's more affordable and it's 
visually interesting," she 
says. "And dust is minimised 
if you dedicate the shelves to 
frequently used items." 
Timber in a kitchen does 
require extra care and 
mopping up spills promptly, 
says Jill, but it's warm 
underfoot - visually, too. 
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Total cost for this kitchen: 
about $16,000 (including 
appliances).

The vision 

"We were aiming for a 
semi-industrial, cafe -style 
look/’ says Bunnings kitchen 
consultant Leanne Watson, 
who was enlisted to design 
this room on a strict budget.

QOwr newly renovated living room 
looks great , but I’m at a loss as to 
how to diminish the presence of the 
television. How can I make it appear 
less obvious? Are there any tricks?

A Mmm, I’m with you: TVs are so big 
these days, they command attention 
even when they’re switched off. But 
you’re in luck - there are strategies that 
can help reduce their impact in a room. 

If your TV sits on a stand, try to angle 
it away from the main traffic area; use 
the screen to define a specific viewing- 
only spot within the room. Designate 
some seating simply for viewing and 
position other seating away from this 
area so you can relax and have a 
conversation or a cocktail without being 
forced to stare at the box. Alternatively, 
if your screen is wall-mounted, treat it 
as an artwork; marry the style and shape 
with framed artworks of a brighter, 
bolder nature so that they take 
centrestage and cause the TV to visually 
disappear on the wall. 

Another trick is to hide the screen 
behind a sliding panel that is 
incorporated into built-in full-height 
storage. Pull it across to hide the 
television, then, when you want to watch 
it, simply slide the panel back to reveal 
the screen. Pop-up or drop-down 
screens or projection units are other 
discreet avenues to explore.

keep it low-maintenance and 
possibly attract birdlife . The 
soil is sandy and we do get 
salty winds . What plants 
would you suggest? 

Emily Potts , Forster ; NSW 
A Banksias are ideal as they’re 
water- wise, trouble-free and highly 
bird-attracting. Try coastal banksia 
(B. integri folia), silver banksia (B. 
marginata ) and Banksia ‘Giant 
Candles’ Coastal hibiscus (H. 
tiliaceus ) is a lovely shade tree that 
bears yellow flowers much of the 
year. Frangipani is also a good 
choice. New Zealand Christmas 
bush ( Metrosideros ) and coastal 
tea-tree ( Leptospermum 
laevigatum ) make good screening 
hedges. Coastal rosemary 
( Westringia) is a tough medium 
shrub, especially ‘Jervis Gem’, ‘Sea 
Mist’ and ‘Glabra Cadabra varieties. 
A group of these, easily clipped into 
round clusters, make a strong 
statement. Other shrubs include 
Correa alba, dwarf oleanders, 
hibiscus, French lavender, rosemary, 
fragrant Carissa ‘Desert Star’ and 
many grevilleas. Don’t forget the 
textural contribution of grasses 
and strappy-leaf plants, used most 
effectively when planted in swathes. 
Try Lomandra ‘Tanika and ‘Lime 
Tuff’, Dianella ‘Little Jess’, New 
Zealand flax ( Phormium ) and 
some of the newer agapanthus 
varieties. Add organic matter and 
SaturAid granules to the soil; keep 
beds mulched.

Healthy trees more than boost our spirits, they 
contribute to our survival, writes Sarah Pickette. 


S cientifically and anecdotally, 
it's clear that spending time 
surrounded by trees and green 
space is good for our health and 
wellbeing. But parks and trees do more 
than simply soothe — they play a crucial 
role in cooling our cities and population. 

"Tree cover is extremely important in 
Australian cities. It has the potential to 
reduce ground-surface temperature by up 
to eight degrees Celsius," says Professor 
Steffen Lehmann, former head of Curtin 
University's School of Built Environment 
and an advocate of national green 
initiative 202020 Vision - the aim of 
which is to press upon civic and 
government leaders the need to increase 
the amount of urban green space in 
Australian cities by 20 per cent by 2020. 

"Our cities are experiencing localised 
warming due to a lack of trees and large 
amounts of paved and dark-coloured 
surfaces, which has led to the so-called 
'urban heat island' effect," says Professor 
Lehmann. The implications of this are that 
our cities are "baking like ovens", he says, 
and this means buildings will require more 
energy to keep cool, and cities will see 
increases in heat-related illnesses. 

Professor Lehmann says that the 
recommended amount of green space a 


city should have to avoid the urban heat 
island effect is 30 per cent. "Metropolitan 
Sydney is terribly undersupplied with tree 
coverage; it only has 15 per cent. And 
Melbourne is worse, with 13 per cent." 

The Australian Institute of Landscape 
Architects supports the position of 
202020 Vision, citing research conducted 
by Melbourne City Council which found 
the average temperatures in Melbourne's 
CBD are already up to 4°C higher than in 
surrounding suburbs. In the evenings, the 
temperature difference can be up to 12°C. 
As a result, health risks increase for the 
most vulnerable in a city's population. 

Professor Lehmann says green space 
can take the form of parks, pockets of 
bushland and wetlands, community 
gardens, green walls and roofs, and 
plantings along transport corridors. 
Councils, urban planners, developers and 
regulatory bodies all have it within their 
power to boost the area a city devotes to 
green space, he says. 

"Greenery aids the wellbeing of city 
dwellers, and if designers and planners 
embrace its inclusion, the result will be 
whole areas of the city that look good, 
consume less energy and don't contribute 
to overheating." H&G

- you’ll feel it in your bones, 
writes Paula Goodyer. 



Bones act as a storehouse for calcium, 
and if we don't get enough from our 
diet, we'll take it from our bones, 
putting them at risk of deterioration. 

The Australian Dietary Guidelines 
advises eating between two-and-a-half 
and four serves of dairy (mainly 
reduced-fat) every day. Don't eat 
dairy? The Dietitians Association of 
Australia recommends plant-based 
sources such as calcium-fortified soy, 
rice or other cereal drinks, firm tofu, 
almonds, brazil nuts, unhulled tahini 
and dark leafy greens.

A n older Australian breaks 
a bone roughly every 3.6 
minutes, according to 
Osteoporosis Australia. And if that 
figure’s not frightening enough, 
let’s fast-forward to 2022, when it’s 
predicted there’ll be one fracture 
every 2.9 minutes. 

The best way to fight this scary, 
looming epidemic of fragile bones 
is by banishing two myths: that 
walking is the best exercise for 
bones, and that it’s only the over- 
50s who need to worry about bone 
density, says Dr Rachel Duckham, 
a research fellow at Deakin 
University’s Centre for Physical 
Activity and Nutrition Research. 

“We think of osteoporosis as an 
older person’s disease, but it may 
originate in childhood and show 
itself in older age,” she says. 
“Therefore, the groundwork for 
preventing thinning bones is done 
in childhood; this is an important 
window’ period for building peak 
bone mass, which may help protect 
against osteoporosis in later life.” 
Bone’s best friend at every age is 
regular exercise, but it must be the 
right kind: look to high-impact 
and multi- directional movements 
that load the bone, found in sports 
such as netball, basketball and AFL 
or activities like jumping, hopping 


and skipping, says Dr Duckham. 
“Jogging is great cardio exercise 
and has some bone benefits, but 
more effective is a fitness program 
that combines jogging with high- 
impact bone-loading activities 
such as strength training and short 
bursts of jumping. 

“In older adults who walk for 
fitness, including uphill and brisk 
walking as well as stair climbing 
will target bone health and help 
slow bone loss,” she says 

“Regular strength training is 
another great investment when it 
comes to preserving bone, reducing 
fracture risk and improving muscle 
strength and muscle power - after 
all, it’s muscle power that can help 
prevent falls by maintaining your 
speed of movement and the ability 
to react quickly enough to save 
yourself if you stumble.” 

One way to hang on to muscle 
power and strength in young and 
older adults is with high-intensity 
resistance training, which involves 
lifting or pushing a weight rapidly 
as opposed to using slower, more 
controlled movements. 

“But, to prevent injury, it’s best 
to first learn the correct technique 
with an expert, such as an exercise 
physiologist or certified personal 
trainer,” says Dr Duckham. H&G

As a general rule, pricing for flooring is displayed 
and quoted in square metres (m 2 ). 

Some carpet pricing includes installation, whereas 
hard flooring, luxury vinyl and tiles do not. 

If you know the number of square metres required 
for your home and have decided on an approximate 
price you would like to pay per square metre then 
you can then determine the cost: 

Example: 75 square metres at $50m 2 = $ 3,750 




Flooring measurements explained 

Ha rd flooring (timber, bamboo, laminate), luxury 
vinyl and tiles are priced in square metres (sqm) 
but sold by the carton. These prices do not include 
sub-floor preparation or installation. 

Carpet can only be bought in lineal/broadloom 
metres which is generally 3.66 or 4 metres wide 
(e.g. 1 lineal/broadloom metre = 3.66 metres). 
Flowever, as hard flooring, luxury vinyl and tiles are 
priced in square metres, carpet prices are generally 
converted to square metres so a comparison can be 
made between all flooring options.
